A PROBLEM IN VEGETATION. 


Dr. Bell's Reasons for the Absence of 
Trees on the Prairies. 


Why the plains of the west should be 
treeless while all east of them right 
through to the coast of Labrador 
Should be covered with a thick forest 
' growth is a phenomenon that one finds 
| it difficult to account for. Dr. Bell, in 
a recent lecture, considers that it is 
owing to climatic differences. Forests, 
he says, can flourish in a dry cli- 
mate, and the average moisture on the 
western plain, being below that of east- 
ern Canada, we have the vast treeless 
plains which we know. It is probable 
that this explanation is the correct one, 
but it does not cover all the facts. The 
rain and snowfall of considerable sec- 
tions of the prairieland is to-day not 
inferior to many parts of the forest 
lands of eastern Canada, and the ab- 
sence of trees on these portions may 
still seem unexplained. It is not im- 
| probable, however, that the climate of 
the west has been considerably modi- 
fied in the course of the ages, and the 
facts support that view. 
| . The average moisture in Manitoba to- 
day is sufficient to sustain tree life 
there, but in past ages it may not 
have been so. [t may then be asked 
why trees have not sprung up under

‘It is known that the Indian hunters

In these an- 
nual burnings no seedling tree could 
long hope to escape. A country origin- 
ally bare of trees because of its climate 
could not subsequently alter its char- 
acter in obedience to a slow climatic 
change such as would spocer to have 
taken place in parts of our western 
| country because of this destructive prac- 
tice of its aboriginal inhabitants.

adicating any timurous would-be sapling 
that thrusts its twin-leaves tircoghs the 
prairie soil.

Address on “The Resources of 
Manitoba.” 

At _ Wednesday session of the 
Central Farmers’ Institute convention, 
convened at Brandon, Prof. Robertson, 
Dominion Dairy Commissioner, deliver- 


ed the following address on the ‘“ Re- 
sources of Manitoba : 
Prof. Robertson said he had _ been 


asked to give his subject a tilt towarde 
education for the benefit of the teach- 
ers present, and this reminded him of 
a story he had once heard. A certain 
woman was dying. She had had two 
husbands, both good men, but she had 
liked the second one best, so she asked 
to be buried between them, nearest to 
Thomas, but with a tilt towards John. 
He had a great love for education 
and more especially when it ran along 
agricultural lines. He was to talk for 
a while of the resources of Manitoba, 
and the first one he would mention was 
the soil. Sometimes the poorest peo- 
ple lived upon the finest soil: he was 
not going to say that of Manitobans. 
The Delta of Egypt was the most 
fertile soil in the world: it hid been 
cropped for thousands of years, und was 
not exhausted ; but the people who 
tilled 1t were among the poorest in the 


world to-day. The richest soil was of 
little value unless there was intelli- 
gence to make use of it. He would 


warn them against depleting their soil. 
The saying that the fertility of soil 
was inexhaustible was one of the great- 
est falacies in the world. 

Climate, —Climate was the next re- 
source he should speak of. He under- 
stood we had a great deal of it to the 
acre, in Manitoba, especially in January 
The man who was going to succeed 
was the one who could capture the 
climate and sell it, The man who 
could put the climate-and sail together 
and sell dirt in bags was going to 
prosper. He would never be satisfied 
until he had harnessed the sun and 
nade it do his bidding. The man who 
had No. 1] har.’, butter and cheese to 
sell in markets of the world had io a 
sense, harnessed the syn. 

Water supplies— This was always 
one of the first things to be considered 
in settling a new country. When he 
had been through the country some 
four or five years ago he had been 
somewhat apprehensive that the supply 
was not going to he sutlicient for dairy- 
ing purposes generally, but although 
not as well watered as ‘)ntario, the 
supply was very fair. 

Building Materials,—To be progres- 
sive the people must have comfortable 
homes and cheap material to build 
them of. The supply of building 
material was somewhat small, and they 
had not gone about increasing it, very 
few having planted trees. But lumber 
was fairly cheap, and that was a great 
consideration sometimes when morey 
Was scarce. 

Available Labor of the People.—A 
resource seldum spoke about was the 
available labor of the people. We 
were fond of talking of navural re- 
sources, but of what avail are these 
things without labor to develop them ? 

If he were a politician he might tell 
them that the available labor of the 
people of Manitoba was of a very high 
grade, but as he was a plain Scotch- 
man, he would say it was of a very low 
grade. He was not saying the people 

were of a low grade, far from it, but 
the quality of their labor was of a low 
grade. He could make a_ horseshoe, 
but it was at an enurmous expenditure 
of time, coal and wuscle, and when he 
had finished it was not a very good 
horseshoe. If he made them often he 
would perhaps make them better ; but 
he had to scrt of feel his. way along in 
making them. He did not believe 
there was a farmer in that audience, 
if he was Wonest, but would admit that 
in most matters he had been just feel- 
ing his way along. Available labor, 
in regard to cost, had been much handi- 
a 
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‘| ample of industry. 


| capped. Men in Manitoba grew wheat = 


for two purposes: First, for food for 


their families; and then to have a Harper's Weekly Discusses 
margin of profit to buy clothes, furnish - 


their bouse and other things. Every- 
body wanted a profit besides Scotch- 
men and they worked just to set an tx- 
(Laughter.) You 
want to sell your wheat for « price 
which will command theee things, but 
the man to whom you sell your wheat 
does not care the fra.ticn of an iota of 
a cent what you get, all he wants is to 
get your wheat at the lowest price. In 
India, Austria, and Russia there are 


| men growing wheat who can live on 


less than you can, and they are willing 
to sell for less. Whatare you going 
to do about it ? You cannot raise the 
price of whear. You cannot live on 
what they can. Your only chance is 
by good management to so arrange 
your production as to be able to eom 
pete with this ch: ap labor. Manage- 
ment weans education. Education bas 
no object in life but to teach men to 
control themselves so that they may 
control other things. 

Markets.—If ycu cau grow a great 
deal of grain it is of no use to you 
unless you can get it to a market. 
Somebody is always saying do away 
with the middlemen, they consume al: 
our profite. That is very fine, but 
suppose [ have ten tubs of butter 
which I want to send to England. If 
there are no midd!emen I must send it 
myself, and if I want it to sell well I 
inust go with it myself and while I was 
gove I would lose ten times what the 
butter was worth. Agriculture con- 
sists necessarily of three things: Pro 
duction, transportation and distribu 
tion. Exch one who takes part has a 
right to a share of the profits. Your 
rates for transportation are very high 
and it may be that it cannot be less. 
We are running a creamery out at In 
dian Head. Fuel is very cheap at 
Keewatin, but cos! costs $6.00 a ton 
at Indian Head. I can get wood at 
Keewatin for $1, and I thought I would 
like to send some of it upto Indian 
Head, but I found that by the time it 
reached Indian Head it would cost me 
$15 a cord, and that would not pay. 
It costs 100 per cent. of its value to 
carry a bushel of wheat to Liverpool, 
Dut I can send butter tor 10 per cent. 
Ts it not better for me to turn my 
wheat into butter before I send it? 
Another thing to consider in develop 
ing the resources of the country is that 
1t alwaye pays best to deal with well 
todo people. They want the very 
best food and they can afford to pay 
for it. It would be well then to en 
deavor to supply such articles as they 
need and are willing to pay for, In 
thie way out of your butter, eggs and 
poultry you can have an income every 
month in the year. If you can pay 
currrent expenses out of butter, cheese, 
etc., then when you have a prize year 
for wheat (they only come about once 
in four, I believ +) instead of having to 
pay all the profit away for back debts, 
you will be able tu save it. _ You have 
a country of grand resources, but the 
only way to develop them is by intelli 
gence, good management and steady 
plodding.

The active measures of the Dominion 
Government to attract immigration to 
Canada as in strange contrast to the 
numerous Jaws passed by Congress 
during the last twelve years to restrict 
and regulate immigration to the United 
States. In view of the large appropri- 
ations made for inany years previously, 
by the Immigration Lepartnent, the 
last Canadian census was full of dis- 
quieting figures. There has, however, 
been no break in the policy of the 
Dominion Gove:nment as to i:mmigra- 
tion. The expenditure still goes on at 
the rate of $200,000 @ year. Agents 
of Canada are at work in the States 
south of the border lise, and in most 
of the countries of Europe. 

For nearly ten years past there have 
been laws in this country (United 
States) prohibiting steamship com- 
panies or their ageuts from glorifying 
the United States as a field for emi- 
gretion. All that a steamship line is 
permitted to do is to advertise the port 
and day of sailings of its steamers. 
Any attempt to stimulate emigration 
by lectures, by canvassing, or by the 
circulation of literature is checked 
through the American consuls, and if 
persisted in would bring the representa- 
tives of the companies into conflict 
with the Federal officers of the enngra- 
tion port. 

On the part of the Cunadian Gov- 
ernment, on the other hand, every 
means is taken to glorify Canada in 
Europe as a field for emigration. No 
government uses printing ink more 
prodigally than Canada in putting for 
ward statements and views which it 
desires made public, and a great part 
of its enormous outlay in printer’s ink 
ie charged ugainst the Immigration 
Department. Tons of immigration 
literature, printed in all the languages 
of Europe, are sent out under the aus- 


pices of the department. Almost any-

Oneof 
the iteu:s if for $500, a subvention | 
granted to Mr. George R. -Parkin to 
aid him in publishing in England his 
book on the “Great Dominion.” Mr. 
Parkin wag a lecturer for the late Im- 
perin] Federation league. Another 
item 18 for the cost of entertaining and 
defraying the travelling expenses of 
two women journalists representing a 
Tory paper published at Dundee, Scot- 
land. They were in Canada to describe 
the country and its resources. for the. 
information of the farm people of Scot- 
land, and their expenses, even to their 
washing bills, were charged to the Im- 
migration Department. 

The press, the platform, the markets, 
and the faira, the elementary schools, 
and in some cases even’ the pulpit, are 
all turned to account in Europe, espe- 
cially in England, in the endeavor to 
divert the stream of immigration to 
Canada. 

No country has been regarded as too 
small or too remote for the operations 
of the paid immigrant agents of the 
Domimon. The popaganda ‘was car- 
ried on with great vigor even in Ice- 
land untila while ago. Then the 
officials of the Government at Reikiavik 
healed by the Secretary of State, and 
supported by the professors and stud- 
ents of the university and the mer- 
chants of the town, organized them- 
selves into a whistling brigade to 
drown the voice of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment lecturer, and the Government 
of the island took measures to stop the 
propaganda. Before the people and 
the Government of Iceland took up 
this hostile attitude the agents of the 
Canadian Government had yore the 
length of helping intending emigrants 
to sell their cattle in England in order 
to find snoney for their fares to Quebec. 

The small o:easure of success which 
has attended these eff. rts is well-known, 


Even Sir Charles Tupper is now he- |, 


coming somewhat despontent concern- 
ing immigration fram England. In 
the last of his reports as High Com- 
missioner in Lordon he frankly adinite 
that it 1s next to impossible to get 
English farmers to emigrate to Canada 
A most siznificant paragraph in his 
report concerns pre paid . Pre- 
paid passages to the United States, he 
points out, are 60 to 70 per cent. of 
the total immigrant fares, while not 
more than 5 per ceut. of the immi- 
grant fares to Canada are pre-paid. 
“ This,” he adds, “is the best class of 
immigration we could possibly get”; 
and he goes on to point out that immi- 
grants, not long settled in the United 
States, mortgage the little property 
they have acquired to pre-pay the 
passage to the United States of friende 
in Europe. Canada wants farmers 
with capital, and farm laborers; but 
there je, even with the dollar and 
a half bonus made by the Government 
to steamship agents, are, according to 
the Canadian official reports, exceed- 
ingly difficult to obtain.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

SEPARATORS AND THE SEPARATION ay Ae gee ih 


OF MILK. 


(By Mark Sprague, Ontario Agriculr 
tural College.) 


As cream separators are coming more 
into use every day in the creameries of 
the Province, we feel that a few hints 
as to their care and management would 
be welcomed by all who are interested 
in butter-making. 

As there are six or seven kinds of sepe 
arators on the market, differing very 
much in construction, it would need as 
many sets of directions to make this 
part of our bulletin complete; but space 
will not permit of so full a treatment 


of this special department. ; 

The principle of separation in each 
machine being the same, we will d& 
vide our separators into two classes, 
viz., belt separators, and steam or tur 
bine separators, the latter being drive 
en by steam direct from the boiler. 

1. Belt Machines. A stone foundar 
tion is not required for those makes 
of separators that are built with : a 
rubber ring around the upper bearing, 
‘but the best results are got from bavr 
ing separators solidly placed or set. 
First, place the intermediate, or jack. 
in pesition. Level it and put it in line 
with the driving shaft. Then fasten it 
in position with bolts or lag-sorews, 
bearing in mind that it may be placed 
immediately under. or several feet eithr 
er way from the centre of the driving 
shaft, as best suits the requirements 
and taking care that the pulley on the 
driving shaft be of sufficient width to 
carry the belt and allow of its being 
shifted from the tight to the loose 
pulley of the intermediate, and vice 
versa, and of the proper size to give 
the exact speed required. 

Next, place the frame of the separator 
in position, far enough from the inter 
mediate to give the proper tension to 
the endless belt. Level the machine 
both ways by placing your level on the 
top of the cast frame, which is turned 
true for this purpose. Line the sep- 
arator with the intermediate by bring- 
ing the right hand outside surface © 
the spans pulley in line with the cen- 
tre of the face of the large intermediate 

ley, then bolt the separator secure- 
y to the floor or foundition, unless it 
be one that has the spindle and bowl 
connected by a socket-joint. If the 
spindle is so connected, bolting down 
will be unnecessary. 

Bear in mind that the separator 
bowl should revolve or turn to the 
right, or with the sun, and that the 
intermediate should run from the sepr 
arator. Never put the idler or tighti- 
ener on the draw;side of the belt. Where 
only one separator is used, put on all 
the belting and start -the separator 
with the engine, taking from ten to 
fifteen minutes to reach the proper 
speed. Wipe all bearings to free them 
from dust or dirt, and see that all oil 
tubes are cleaned and free to allow the 
oil to flow to the bearings. Look care~ 
fully after this matter from day to 


day. 

2” Steam or Turbine Separators. In 
setting a steam or turbine machine you 
have only to decide on the place to set 
it. This separator also must he set 
solid so as to be free from the possibil- 
ity of vibration, and must be levedled 
in the same way as the belt machines. 
Turbine separators are all fitted with 
three-quarter steam fittings, but if the 
separator be placed so that more than 
twenty feet of pipe is uired: to 
reach to the boiler, use a larger pipe 
to insure sufficient steam to drive it 
properly, adding one-quarter of an 
inch in size of pipe for every twenty 
feet in distance. ke care to remove 
all scales and cutting from pipes before 
placing them in_ position. ; 

The exhaust pipe is usually made of 
galvanized iron, four inches in diam 
eter. It may be conducted through the 
side of the building, provided it is plac- 
ed so as to drain well, or it may be 
put through the roof. The latter meth- 
od is preferred, as the danger of fright- 
ening horses is thus done away with. 
It should be long Sey, to reach high’- 
er than any point of the roof, in order 
that the draft may not be interfered 
with. When it is put through the 
roof, a drain pipe must be connected 
with the elbow at the lowest point to 
carry away the comdensed steam. This 
in most cases may be put through the 
floor or be allowed to run into —— 
Next put the bowl and spindle in place, 
being sure to have all bearings cleaned 
and oiled. Then fill the ywl with 
water, if it be aseparator that has 
steam turned directly against the bow. 
This will keep the bowl cool until sufs 
ficient speed hase been reached to cause 
a current of air around the bowl, which 
will keep it cool thereafter. Apply 
steam gradually, having the lating 
valve set so that it will keep the pres- 
sure at forty-five to fifty nds on 
the steam - If there is no safq¢- 
ty valve, the pressure will have to be 
regulated by the globe valve. 

After speed has been reached in eith- 
er the turbine or the belt sepsrator, 
the milk should be turned on full feed, 
until both the cream and the sking-milk 
flow freely; then it should be closed 
off till the cream is the desired thick- 
nests. 

Milk separates best when fresh or 
new, and at a temp*rature of ninety 
degrees. But in creameries the usual 
practice is to bring the night’s and 
morning’s milk together to the factory. 
In such cases, if the temperature 
fallen below eighty-five degrees, the 
milk should be heated to eighty-five 
or ninety degrees at least eight or ten 
minutes before going to the separator.

Heating increases the difference in 
the specific gravity between the serum 
and the fat of milk and thus facilitates 
the separation of the latter. Frozen 
milk separates letter when heated to 
five to eight degrees higher than that 
which has not been frozen.
